rams  may  8,  1613 — Her  Majesty  the  Em- 
press and  Regent  has  received  the  following 
news  from  ihc  army  : — 

The  battles  of  Weisseiifeldl  and  of  Lutzcn  are 
only  preludes  of  events  of  the  Highest  importance. 
The  Emperor  Alexander  and  the  King  of  Pi  us- 
iia,  who  had  arrived  at  Dacsileu  wiib  all  their 
forces,  at  ihe  latter  end  of  April,  learning  (hat 
the  French  had  planted  themselves  before  Tliur- 
mge,  adopted  the  plan  lo  give  battle  on  ihe 
plains  of  Lulzen,  and  made  a  movement  to  take 
dial  position  ;  but  were  prevented  by  the  rapid 
movements  of  the  French  army  :  yet  they  per- 
ustcd  in  their  piojects,  and  resolved  to  aitick 
l Ii6  army  iu  older  (o  maintain  ihe  position  they 
had  taken,  The  position  of  the  French  army  on 
i  he  2d  ot  May,  at  9  u'cIih  k  in  the  morning,  was 
aslollows: — The  lell  of  the  army  was  on  the 
Klater.  It  was  formed  by  the  Viceroy,  having 
under  his  command  the  5lti  and  1 1th  corps.— 
The  centre  was  commanded  by  the  Prince  of 
Woskwa,  at  the  village  of  Kaia.  The  Emperor, 
with  the  old  and  young  guard,  were  at  Lutzen.— 
I  he  Duke  of  Raguse  was  in  the  defile  of  Poscrna, 
and  formed  the  right  with  bis  three  divisions  ; 
and  Gen.  Beitraud,  commanding  the  4th  corps, 
marched  to  join  the  defile. 

The  enemy  made  a  movement  nnd  passed  lite 
Elster,  over  ihe  bridges  ofZewtlkaw,  Pcgan,  and 
Zeilz.  His  Majesty,  hoping  in  his  future  move-
